To the Editor of the Post-Disraten. 
] T is so seldom you hear of one in a 


position like Miss Emma (C. Puschner 
tell you the real cause of the increase 
of crime. But she sure did hit the nail 
on the head. Ninety per cent of our 
crime is caused by the economic condi- 
tion of the workers. About six weeks 
ago, two suspicious young men came into 
the establishment where I worked.

THE DEFEAT OF THE CHILD LABOR AMENDMENT. 


Apparently, the proposed Federal child labor) 
amendment has been given short shrift. Of 16 states 
which have acted upon it, 13 have refused to ratify. 
Since the ratification of 36 states is required to em- 
body this proposal in the Constitution, only a po- 
litical miracle could save it now. Such a miracle 
would require favorable action by every Legislature 
which has not yet given it consideration, plus the 
reversal of one state which has already turned it 
down. 

Thus a great governmental principle has been safe- 
guarded, namely that the Federal Government shall 
not usurp powers expressly reserved for the states. 
The fight for the child labor amendment was a well- 
intentioned one. In the main, it was sponsored for 
humanitarian reasons, but at the expense of cor- 
roding the structure upon which this country was 
founded. Victory for the child labor amendment 
would have meant another Federal bureau, another 
set of bureaucrats, another difficult and expensive | 
campaign of enforcement, another waye of resent- 
ment against the tmtrusion of Federal agents into 
state affairs. 

The Post-Dispatch’s opposition to the child labor 
amendment was based entirely on the violation of 
principle involved. It knows that many states, in- 
cluding Missouri, already have good child labor 
laws. It knows that others have been negligent in 
the regulation of child labor, probably because of 
the threat and possibility of Federal interference. 
Now that this possibility has been removed, these 
states may well take steps to protect their children 
from industrial evils. The principle of state author- 
ity over its own business has been defended.
